MINUTES OF MEETING 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


January 8, 1980 


Present: Chairman Paul R. O'Connell, Jr., Sel. Donna L. McDaniel, Sel. Louis J. 
Bartolini and Administrative Assistant John A. Lundblad. 


7:30 p.m. Selectmen met with Thomas Callahan, representing Westmarl Asscoiates, R. J. 
MacCarthy, Peter Kallander, Sherman Ball, James Denman of the Planning 
Board, Philip Mauch and John Bartolini of the Board of Health regarding 
Westmarl Office Building. Mr. Callahan indicated that the State was reviewing the 
relocated 24" drain on the northerly side of the road with an interceptor moved back 
to split the 50' difference as requested by Mac-Rich. Mr. MacCarthy stated that he 
favored the petition as submitted. Mr. Kallander stated that he supported it since 
the drain was increased from 12" to 24" and would outfall away from his property across 
the street near the Riss property. Chairman O'Connell asked the Administrative Assistant 
if compaction tests were done to the satisfaction of the Building Inspector; he indicated 
in the affirmative and that the engineering firm had furnished the report prior to the 
drawings being reviewed. Thomas Callahan stated that he expected to be able to locate 
where the piles and piers would be going on the ground prior to any being set. Chair- 
man Paul O'Connell, Jr. asked if the Hatch Act Condition had been met. Mr. Callahan 
indicated he had filed with the Conservation Commission. Chairman O'Connell asked if 
the Board of Health had approved. Chairman Mauch indicated that there were some loose 
ends that were tied up, but nothing of a major problem. Chairman O'Connell then stated 
that pending final compaction results, Department of Public Works approval, Board of 
Health approval and Hatch Act approval, that this permit could be issued. Sel McDaniel 
questioned whether the parking was adequate regarding the location or parking spaces 
in front and on the side of the building. Chairman O'Connell stated that most of them 
seem to be on the side of the building and it seemed to be all right to him. Mr. 
Callahan noted that the front of the building did not include those areas to the front 
side, but rather just to the front. Sel. McDaniel moved to approve the plan as sub- 
mitted with the four conditions as noted above and that if outside lighting be requested 
that it be shown on the plan. As long as no other changes were made in the other 
Hearings, no other Site Plan and review would be necessary. Sel. Bartolini secondea 
and there was unanimous voice VOTE. 


8:12 p.m. The Selectmen met with representatives of Suburban Bus Line; Gulbankian, 
to Inc., Gray Line and Big W Trans. Chairman O'Connell held a meeting for a 
8:35 p.m. variety of public utility permit requests from these bus companies. Sel- 
ectman Bartolini moved that we hold the request for Bacon Bus Line until 
we determine if we have power to restrict travel on the Mass Pike. Regarding Michael 
Gulbankian, Inc., Chairman O'Connell noted that he requested the pick-up of passengers 
in the neighborhoods throughout Southborough and bring them to Shopper's World. Sel. 
McDaniel then asked if we had the right to give Suburban Bus Line the right to travel 
to Exit 13; felt that they all sounded like good ideas and we would need further in- 
formation. 


The Selectmen drew a Travers Juror:John R. McCarthy, 23 High Street. 
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The Selectmen requested that Civil Defense Director Edward Brock make recommendations 
for the whole Civil Defense. 


Sel. Louis J. Bartolini moved to appoint D. R. Satterfield a Reserve on the Police De- 
partment; Sel. McDaniel wished to hold on it and Chairman O'Connell concurred, stating 
that we would hold one week. 


9:30 p.m. The Selectmen held a public hearing on gas and plumbing fees. Chairman 
O'Connell stated that he supported the increase, Sel. McDaniel noted that 
this seemed reasonable and she would go along with it. Sel. Bartolini stated that he 
Was against raising any fees because you hurt the hougholder at an additional cost 
under the cost of a house. Chairman O'Connell noted that we needed the increase of 
fees to be able to pay these inspectors since they are not on salary, but rather reim- 
bursed by fees and if we want someone of Mr. Labarre's quality to continue doing this 
job we would have to pay him more. Mr. Bartolini agreed that we needed to pay them 
more funds, but felt that the money should come out of the budget and not out of fees. 
Chairman O'Connell stated that at this time he would like to see Mr. Labarre brought 
up to a decent wage and then look at all of the fees together and make a decision if 
any should be rolled back. Sel. McDaniel noted she was not in favor of increased costs 
to the Town, but rather favored user fees, that people using it should pay for the ser- 
vice. She moved that the fees be adopted as recommended by the Plumbing Inspector, 
seconded by the Chairman, APPROVED in a 2 to 1 VOTE with no further discussion. 


Chairman O'Connell then gave a report on the lumbering operation of Hamilton and 
Lamson (Highland Street); reported that the height of the pile has been significantly 
reduced. He had spoken with both gentlemen since the last meeting and stated that it 
is their intention to clean up the area to process the wood that is there and not to 
bring any more in and that at the end of the season they will relocate to another 
area. If there is any wood left through in the Spring, then that would be removed to 
a new location as well. 


Sel. McDaniel then gave a report on the MDC Study. 


Sel. McDaniel moved to accept the Police Cruiser Bid received from Albert Motors, Inc. 
for two 1980 Volare, 4-door-sedan police cruisers as per December 17, 1979 bid in the 
the amount of $7,006.50 each; no trade. Bids were opened 12 Noon, Friday, December 

21, 1979 at the Southborough Police Department, 19 Main Street; Sel. Bartolini seconded, 
APPROVED by unanimous voice VOTE. 


Administrative Assistant Lundblad gave a brief report on the reclassification study 
which he and Mr-. Silver of the Personnel Board were undertaking to reclassify all 
clerical employees.

7:30 p.m. Selectmen's Meeting began in Conference Room A with Acting Chairman 
' Donna L. McDaniel, Sel. Louis J. Bartolini and Fire Chief Edward 
F. Brock. 
8:30 p.m. Acting Chairman McDaniel called the meeting to order to consider 


Common Carrier requests from Big W Trans; Suburban Bus Lines; 
Bacon Bus Lines and Gulbankian Bus Lines. 


Gulbankian Bus Lines: Michael Gulbankian gave a 
presentation detailing the stops which his bus would make 
within the Town. They were as follows: 


Mt. Vickery and Route 85, picking up on Route 85; 
Richards Road and Route 85; picking up on Route 85; 
Southville Road and Route 85, picking up on 
Southville Road; 

Southville Road and Parkerville Road, picking up on 
Parkerville Road; 

Parkerville Road and Richards Road, picking up on 
Richards Road; 

Main Street to the News Shop; 

Boston Road, picking up at Colonial Gardens; 
Central Street and Cherry Street, picking up on 
Central Street; 

From that point a closed door operation to the Mass. 
Pike and into Boston. 


He indicated that the frequency of the runs would be mornings 
and evenings, Monday through Friday and a Saturday noontime run. 


Big W Trans: Mr. Robert Winterhalter stated that he would 
like one round-trip per day with closed door operation through 
Southborough. He stated that his run would be restricted to 
employees of New England Telephone Co., with a pick up in 
Westboro at Levitz Furniture, traveling closed door to the 
rear of the Route 30 Telephone Company facility in Framingham; 
from that point express to the New England Telephone facility | 
at the Prudential Center in Boston. He noted he would be 
running a regular size bus over this run. Sel. Bartolini 
asked if Mr. Winterhalter had a contract. He indicated in the 
affirmative, stating that he would display it, but did not 
have an extra copy, would not surrender it to the Board. 
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Suburban Bus Lines: According to the representative 

of Suburban Bus Lines, Mr. Jerry W. Penn, the bus 

runs would originate in Ashland, for local service 

from Ashland, closed door service through Southborough 
to the Mass. Pike to Boston. He indicated that they 
were attracted to Exit 12 of the Turnpike, would like 
to have a pick-up in Southborough, but are not 
requesting one at this time. They felt that it was the 
exclusive right of Gray Line to pick up along Route 9 
and did not want to delay action on their Ashland 
request by confusing the issue by competing with Gray 
Line. For the purposes of this Hearing, they stated 
that they did not wish to pick up any passengers in 
Southborough, would run a closed door operation through 
this town to Exit 12 onto the Mass. Pike. 


Acting Chairman McDaniel asked whether the access from 
Ashland to Exit 12 was the most direct route. The 
representative of Suburban indicated that it was not the 
shortest run in miles, but it was the shortest run in 
time, by trying to avoid traffic in downtown Framingham. 
Sel. Bartolini asked how many buses would be running. 
Suburban responded that they would start with one and 
increase service if demand warranted. They used as an ss 
example the runs which they currently make along Route 
30 in Saxonville into Boston. That run has been 
operating for approximately forty five days and is now 
running at half occupancy. Sel. Bartolini asked the 
hours of transit; they would be 7:40 to 7:45 a.m. and 
5:50 to 6:00 p.m. as the approximate times for travel 
through Southborough. Acting Chairman McDaniel asked 
if these would be week days or week-ends; the response 
was week days only. Sel. Bartolini noted that there is 
very heavy traffic on that hill with school bus service 
and a lot of commuter traffic to and from Ashland. 
Acting Chairman McDaniel asked the size bus that would 
be used; the response was that they would be regular 
size buses, Similar to the ones proposed by Mr. 
Gulbankian. 


Bacon Bus Lines: Administrative Assistant Lundblad noted 
that the Bacon Bus Line representative was not invited 

to this meeting since we were informed that the run 
through Southborough on the Mass. Pike did not necessitate 
a local license. Further, Administrative Assistant 
indicated that Chairman O'Connell supported this request 
and noted that the DPU had ruled that Southborough's 
review was not necessary. Bacon Bus Lines has still 
requested that the Town approve it since other sources at 
the DPU had requested a local signature even though there 
was no physical possibility of access in Southborough. 
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Acting Chairman McDaniel asked the Administrative Assistant to report on his 
conversations with the DPU regarding competitive licensing. The DPU had 
stated that the Gray Line does not control the traffic on Route 9 and does not 
have a monopoly for Common Carrier service. At this time no other licenses 
for multi-stop pick up have been issued, but according to the DPU they 
certainly could be. There are no regulations, laws, rules or statutes 
prohibiting competition. In addition, the Selectmen were told that they could 
review each and every one of these and should be reviewing them from the point 
of view of public safety and convenience. In short, the Selectmen could 
approve all and let the DPU decide which service would best serve this area. 


At this time Mr. Steven Caplan, Chairman of Gray Line, requested to speak. 

He presented letters to the Board regarding the proposed licenses for 

Gulbankian and Big W Trans. He wished to go on record stating that the issuance 
of these licenses would adversely affect the service provided by the Gray Line 
along its western corridor commuter runs. Mr. Caplan presented a letter and 
detailed his opposition to each request. First, in regard to Mr. Winterhalter's 
request: Gray Line is in opposition because they provide the exact same 

service over the exact same route. He felt that this was simply a competitive 
service at a rate below the tariff rate set by the DPU. Further, he noted 

that New England Telephone wanted a run to Boston and felt that they could 
charter a bus cheaper than using the Gray Line service. Mr. Caplan noted 

that the tariff rate is designed not only to serve people during the rush 

hour, the commuter hour, but also to serve during the remainder of the day. 
Further, the service from Worcester through Southborough to Boston also runs 

to Logan with connections to the Cape during the Summer. Mr. Caplan noted 

that Gray Line has no choice, must run its service all day long and that the 
rate is therefore set on the day long occupancy and not the rush hour occupancy. 


Second, regarding Mr. Gulbankian's service, he felt that if Mr. Gulbankian's 
run were to siphon off some of the commuter service that is currently picked 
up by Gray Line, that this would further hurt the profitability as concerns 
the pick-ups made in Southborough. Mr. Caplan noted that the Gray Line 
currently makes five runs during the rush hours. 


Finally, Mr. Caplan noted that Gray Line was not aware of the request for 
Suburban or Bacon, but wishes to go on record as opposing an route which 
originates close to its territory and runs along the Route 9 western corridor 
access. 


Acting Chairman McDaniel stated that this may not be the proper form for such 
a discussion since the Selectmen are not in the business of regulating 

Common Carriers. She asked Mr. Caplan to explain why the buses must run 
whether they are empty or full. 


Mr. Caplan stated that the Gray Line must publish a schedule and establish a 
tariff. The schedule and the tariff must be maintained or the entire service 
could be revoked by the Commonwealth. If patronage reduces drastically then 
Gray Line may petition the DPU to allow them to reduce service. However, 

their experience has been that every time a request for reduction of service 
has been proposed the towns where the reduction has been suggested would oppose 
such a move. This has never been the case in the western corridor where steady 
growth has required additional buses. Mr. Caplan noted that Gray Line would 
much prefer to provide fewer runs in the summer, especially during the day 

time and use these buses for much more profitable runs such as charters and 
tourist runs. However, their license from the DPU does not permit such a 
Situation. 
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Mr. Caplan noted that the system-wide patronage in the western corridor 
has begun to drop off in recent months (ten thousand less patrons per 
month). Further, he noted that patronage tends to run with the 
availability of gasoline supply, but not necessarily with the cost of 
gasoline. 


Sel. Bartolini moved to take all requests under advisement. There was no 
second for this motion. 


Acting Chairman McDaniel moved to approve the request for Mr. Winterhalter 
for closed door service from Westboro to Framingham to Boston with no 
stops in Southborough. Mr. Winterhalter came forth and presented the 
contract from the New England Telephone Company which was reviewed by Mr. 
Bartolini. Sel. Bartolini seconded the Motion for discussion purposes. 


Acting Chairman McDaniel noted that she sympathized with the Gray Line, 

but did not feel that it was within her authority to limit competition. 

She felt that all companies had the right to provide service and hoped that 
all of them would be able to thrive. 


Acting Chairman McDaniel moved for approval of the request from Suburban Bus 
Lines to travel over Oak Hill Road to Route 9; with the restrictions that 
only one trip per morning and afternoon be made and that no Southborough 
pick-ups be permitted. This was a public safety concern regarding the 
width of Oak Hill Road, specifically the very steep nature of it and the 
heavy traffic. Again, Sel. Bartolini seconded the Motion for discussion 
purposes. 


Acting Chairman McDaniel moved that the request of Michael Gulbankian be 
approved as detailed by Mr. Gulbankian. Sel. Bartolini seconded the Motion 
in order for the request to be reviewed by the Department of Public Utilities. 


THE SELECTMEN APPROVED ALL THREE APPLICATIONS BY UNANIMOUS VOICE VOTE. 
Acting Chairman McDaniel moved that the request that Bacon Bus Lines be 
approved for transit over the Massachusetts Turnpike from the Westboro town 


line to the Ashland town line, seconded by Sel. Bartolini and APPROVED by 
unanimous voice VOTE of the Board of Selectmen.

MINUTES OF MEETING 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


APRIL 1, 1980 


Present: Chairman Paul R. O'Connell, Jr.; Selectman Donna L. McDaniel and 
Administrative Assistant John A. Lundblad. 


7:30 p.m. Chairman O'Connell read the Legal Ad for the General Revenue Sharing 

to Planned Use Hearing. Present: William Linnell, 1 Maplecrest Drive; 
7:45 p.m. Police Chief Robert A. Goyette; Town Accountant Elaine M. Hinckley; 
representatives of the press. Administrative Assistant Lundblad gave a brief 
history of the Town's use of Revenue Sharing for the past five years. 


7:45 p.m. Selectman Louis J. Bartolini arrived. 


Mrs. Jean Duggan of the Southborough Villager, resident of 14 General 
Henry Knox Road, made a suggestion that the funds be used for energy related 
projects. Chairman O'Connell acknowledged that comment; stated that in general 
the uses in Southborough have been for capital related items instead of operating 
budgets. Specifically the Town has used these funds for paying the Town Hall 
Renovation debt and for purchasing capital equipment. Mr. Linnell requested 
information on the total available funds. Chairman O'Connell indicated it was 
$157,500 as noted in the ad. Mr. Linnell then suggested that the Town consider 
purchasing a ladder truck with these funds. Chairman O'Connell indicated that 
the Selectmen had given consideration to financing the ladder truck over time. 
Hearing ended at 7:45 p.m. 


7:30 p. m. The Selectmen met with the Advisory Committee:, Police Chief Robert 
to A. Goyette, Fire Chief Edward F. Brock. Present for the Advisory 

8:50 p. m. Committee: Chairman Chapin Fay; members, Kevin W. Cox, Arthur R. Miner, 
Sherman H. Ball, Cyd C. Ostrovsky, Edmund W. Ostrander, Wendy I.Otavsky; 
members of the press; Mr. William Linnell; Chief Robert A. Goyette, 

Police Department; Chief Edward F. Brock, Fire Department. Chairman O'Connell 

gave a brief presentation on the reasons for the energy conservation Warrant 

Articles in the Town Warrant; specifically the Police ahd Fire Station both of 

which carry three-year pay backs. 


Chief Brock described the needs of Station 2 in the Southville section of 
Southborough. He gave a brief history, stating that it was built in the 1950s 
as a two base station with no sleeping quarters designed for a call department. 
In 1970 the building was partially renovated to allow sleeping quarters to. be 
placed in the meeting room as full time permanent men were placed in the building. 
The Chief indicated that they had tried various heating systems and alterations 
to the system until last year when it failed anda wood stove was installed. 
The last year the system was used it consumed 3,500 gallons of oil. Chief Brock 
felt that the total cost of $22,000 for materials and for the new heating system 
was justified. He noted that the architect was recommending electric heat. He 
did not have ample time to research this matter prior to this meeting; however, 
he stated that he would prior to the Town Meeting. Mr. Ostrander asked if the 
location is viable over the next ten years since Chief Brock had originally 
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proposed to relocate this station in 1978-9. Chief Brock indicated his capital 
plan is running approximatelyffpurteen years behind and that he would see that 

this station would be maintained for at least ten years and with the increased 
cost of land, probably longer. Mrs. Ostrovsky asked if the station was adequate; 
Brock indicated that it is now adequate and that if the changes in the living 
quarters were initiated and the energy changes were made then it would be adequate 
for the next ten to fifteen years. However, he felt that he could not foresee 
what the Town's development pattern would be beyond that time which might change 
demands on the department. However, that station now has oneenginetruck and one 
ambulance (back-up ambulance) manned by three men in rotating shifts; one person 
there at a time. Chairman O'Connell stated that Chief Brock was still supporting 
the renovation although he (Chairman O'Connell) felt that it could be deferred 

at least one year though it isn't important renovation and that the Selectmen 
fully understand that to delay the renovation would make the total project more 
costly since one of thewalls to be insulated would be removed when renovation 
begins. Mrs. Otavsky asked what was the square footage of the living space. The 
Chief indicated it is now 650 square feet and he would hope to double it witha 
wing on the Highland Street side. Mr. Ball asked if three full-time men work in 
that station at one time; the Chief indicated in the negative, three full-time men 
are assigned ...one man per shift. Mr. Ball asked if he planned to have three mem 
there at one time. The Chief said that it was not his pwrogative and that the 
Selectmen would have to answer and Chairman O'Connell answered no. Mr. Ball asked 


if itnfair to assume that this was a nicety and not a necessity. Selectman 
Bartolini indicated that that was not accurate, that the men should not have to 
share a bed and that the building was never designed for people and only for equip- 
ment and that the living standards there were. unacceptable and that this was not 
simply a nicety. There are savings to do the entire project at one time if the 
entire project igs deemed necessary. Selectman McDaniel noted that the Board would 
not have considered the addition on its own had the energy issue not been brought 
up. However, the energy issue made sense and the renovations make sense in light 

of the energy problem. Mr. Linnell asked if there was a consideration given for a 
second story which would reduce the overall exposure and therefore decrease the 

cost of heating. Selectman Bartolini questioned whether that would be helpful. The 
Administrative Assistant indicated that this was not considered in the architectural 
work. 


Police Station renovations: Chairman O'Connell summarized the report from A & E 
Architects, Inc.. He stated that the minimum need for the building would be 

$6,000 to replace the boiler, but if all of the insulation and renovation work 

were carried out then the cost of the boiler would be only around $1800, much more © 
efficient and again the entire project would have a three-year pay back. Mr. Fay 
asked if the Board of Selectmen supported the renovations to the garage; Mr. O'Connell 
indicated not at this time. Mr. Fay asked if the Police Dapartment could move into 
the Fire Headquarters. Chairman O'Connell stated that this issue was raised when 
the building was first designed incaporating offices for the Town Hakl, Departments- 
Police and Fire, that no other departments were interested at the time. Chief Brock 
indicated that this had been requested by him twelve and fifteen years ago without 
any support. Chairman O'Connell indicated that the relocation, in order to make 
sense, would have to be done with a wing added on to the existing building. The 
current Fire Headquarters building does not have adequate space inside. Selectman 
Bartolini noted that the revised State Law regarding the number of cells in the 
female and juvenile cells and a lotpf other security issues that are not law would 
drastically increase the cost of the station. 
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8:50 p.m. The Selectmen met with Charles Gaffney, 211 Middle Road. Mr. Gaffney 
is the current holder of the Town Grounds Maintenance Contract. 

Mr. Gaffney expressed concern with the way that the new bidding document 
was drafted and said that the open-ended nature of a number of items including 
fertilizing, seeding and rolling of the lawns discouraged him from bidding. He 
asserted that a number of other bidders also backed down for the same reasons. The 
Selectmen indicated to Mr. Gaffney that they appreciated his interest, both as a 
taxpayer and as a provider of service to the Town. They said that they would take 
his concerns under advisement. 


9:00 p.m. The Selectmen met with Administrative Assistant John Lundblad and Highway 
to Superintendent John W. Boland regarding proposals for the Town Grounds 

9:45 p.m. Budget. Mr. Lundbald gave a brief presentation on the possible salary 
line item, a total of $12,000 with the bulk of that money going for a 
part-time (eight month) employee at pay Grade 10 and approximately 

1400 hours of seasonal work at minimum wage. Mr. Boland gave a brief description 

of the equipment needed to run an operation such as this with the cost in excess of 

$18,000, but with a leasing cost of $12,000 for the first year, $7,000 for the second 

and $5,000 for the third with a possibility of buying back the equipment at a greatly 

reduced price at the conclusion of the third year. Mr. Lundblad noted that the final 

cost item in this budget would be a $1,000 worth of equipment or contracts of very 

specialized machinery such as seeders, sweepers, in-field machines, etc. 


The Selectmen decided that $25,000 would be carried in this line item of the Buildings 
and Grounds Budget and further, that the Selectmen's office would seek bids for the 
equipment lease purchase and a second bid for the Town grounds with greatly reduced 
demands both in quantity and in quality of service.

The intent is to make certain that "rules 
of the game" as far as budget and town meeting votes and 
procedures do not change or continue to change once budgets 
have been submitted and the Town Meeting Warrant closed.

(1) Southborough's Town Meeting met at least three nights 
debating the tax cap - two of which would have been necessary 
if the energy bill had passed - but the meeting finally ended 
before the law was acted upon. | 
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(2) The towns with March town meetings were through town 
meeting before some of the procedures for exceeding the tax 
cap were spelled out or clarified this year, and, indeed, pro- 
cedures were still not very clear when April town meeting were 
starting. 


(3) In April, long after budgets were closed, Southborough 


was notified it must update its real estate valuation. We had 
no way of putting extra funding in the budget at that point.

MINUTES OF MEETING 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Tuesday, June 10, 1980 


7:30 p.m. Present: Chairman Donna L. McDaniel, Selectman Louis J. 
Bartolini, Selectman Thomas W. McAuliffe, 
Administrative Assistant John A. Lundblad and 
Highway Superintendent John W. Boland. 


The first issue discussed was bonding for highway con- 
struction on Marlborough Road. The discussion centered around the 
recommendation by the Selectmen that surplus in the Highway Department 
budget be used instead of bonding. Chairman McDaniel noted that 
the necessary documents for the short-term note were available and. 
Town Accountant Elaine Hinckley and Town Counsel Frederick A. Busconi 
had reviewed the issue and felt that the surplus funds could be 
used. Therefore, the issue was a policy one for the Selectmen. 
Highway Superintendent Boland stated that he preferred using the 
short-term note instead of the surplus in the current fiscal year 

awe, budget. The contract price was available, the State had approved 
the work and the cash would return within 90 days of the filing 
of the necessary papers. He admitted that he was a little surprised 
te that Mrs. Hinckley and Mr. Busconi stated that he could use his 
existing budget for this purpose; however, he would prefer not 
to since he had already promised the Town Meeting that he was 
going to return all the sand and salt money and it was clear that 
the Advisory Committee was not in favor of this last minute 
revision. He also felt that he was in a time bind and that any 
discussion or debate around this issue would perhaps loose the 
contract price. Chairman McDaniel noted that she was happy to go 
along with his reasoning, that this was an excellent management 
choice. Some people certainly would have brought this issue 
back on the Selectmen; however, they do have the legal right to do 
it. Selectmen Bartolini stated that he preferred to use the surplus, 
but with a new Advisory Committee he would prefer to award only 
if we had the full support of that Board, which he did not. 


Selectmen appointed Edward F. Brock, Civil Defense Director. Select- 
man McAuliffe made the Motion; seconded by Selectman Bartolini 
and APPROVED by unanimous voice VOTE of the Board. 


Selectmen appointed Nelson Goldin a Reserve Officer; moved by 

fame Sselectm@n Bartolini and seconded by Selectman McAulifferAPPROVED 
by unanimous voice VOTE. Selectm&an McAuliffe noted that Chief 
Goyette felt that the training cycle which would be begiming in 
the Fall for the Reserves would offer him a better basis trom which 
to judge whether Mr. Goldin or other people recommended were in 
fact suitable under the new standard basis. 
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8:35 p.m. The Selectman met with members of the Board of 
Health, Ray B. DaviS: of the Central Massachusetts 
Mosquito Control District, David Scott of the same 
District, Highway Superintendent John W. Boland, Insect Pest 
Control Superintendent Howard Truesdale, Secretary to Board 
of Health Janice Conlin to discuss mosquito spraying. Phil 
Mauch asked Mr. Scott how close they were to schedule. He 
indicated that they were very close on schedule, trying to 
hit the whole town at one time. However, instead of doing it 
on a piece meal basis as in the past. Coincidentally, the 
spraying would start tomorrow, the llth, weather permitting 
and would continue until the work was done. Mr. Mauch cited 
the Commission for a lack of communication, stating that his 
Board did not know when operations were going on, that they 
would have to refer calls and complaints which were ten times 
more this year than last year without being able to offer any 
information. Mr. Mauch indicated that people are turning 
around now in favor of aerial spraying, especially in a town 
with one third of the land mass owned by the MDC. He felt 
that the town should go to bid to advertise for aerial spraying 
and check with Howard Truesdale to see if spraying could be 
Carried out. Mr. Scott felt that there are a few morning and 
afternoon hours that are fit for spraying and that we should 
get more sprayings this year from their mister and ground 
spraying equipment. Mr. Mauch asked if ,the District had a 


list of mist sprayer owners that the Board could contact. 
Mr. Scott indicated that there were a few, but most of them 


were working on the gypsy moth problem, that most sprayers 

cost upwards of $20,000 per unit. Mr. Mauch asked if all 

Sprayers had to be licensed. Mr. Truesdale indicated in the 
affirmative. Chairman McDaniel asked that if that was the case 
two years ago. Mr. Mauch answered in the affirmative. She 

asked if the program used two years ago was effective; Mr. Mauch 
indicated in the affirmative. Chairman McDaniel asked if he 

were trying to coordinate the geographic layout of all towns 
within the District. Mr. Scott indicated that the District 

was sub-divided into four districts, two crews per district, 

eleven pieces of equipment. Mr. Truesdale asked for an explana- 
tion of what the low Volume sprayer was. Mr. Scott indicated 

that it was not a mist, but rather pure insecticide similar to 

a giant aerosol can. Mr. Mauch asked if the Town could buy 
materials through Central Mass. if aerial spraying were contemplat- 
ed. Mr. Scott indicated that one dealer would sell slightly 
below retail through the District to the Town. Mr. Mauch asked 
who the controlling authority would be on spraying. 

Mr. Scott indicated that the District would be, that they would 

be pleased to assist in all aspects of it. Chairman McDaniel 
stated that it sounded like there was as interest in going up 

and down the streets with the spraying by a town vehicle. 

Mr. Mauch said that we should give Central Mass. one more chance 
and see what happens sevenor ten days after the spraying and 

have their secretary check into the aerial V ground cost. Mr. Mauch 
asked if the district would still help with spraying of public 
areas; Mr. Scott indicated in the affirmative stating that private 
spraying had been cut back, but spraying of public areas, such 

as picnic grounds, recreational areas, balls fields, etc.continues. 
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Doctor Stone asked what the cluster of the eight towns would 

be. Mr. Scott indicated Northborough, Marlborough, Hudson, 
ore Southborough District would be one. Mr. Mauch asked who would 
determine whether it would be ultra-light volume or mist blower 
in each town. Mr. Scott indicated that the town would. Selectman 
Bartolini stated that he felt that for the money contributed, we 
could do the job alone, that we have been getting very little 
help so far and that we might as well buy the equipment, and 
insecticide and do the job ourselves. He stated that he didn't 
care which machine was used, he just wanted the spraying done; 
1f Central Mass. won't do it then we should put an Article in the 
Warrant and have it done by the Highway and Tree Departments. 
Mr. Scott stated that for $9,600 the project could not be done 
as it is being done by the District. Selectman Bartolini stated 
that for $9,600 we could make three sprays. Mr. Scott questioned 
that saying you do no lavaciding, no water management. Mr. Davis 
asked why the Selectmen did not support the request for more 
money from the Governor. Selectman Bartolini stated that the 
Annual Town Meeting wanted budget cuts, they didn't want nickles 
and dimes left in and that request came at a very poor time. 
Mr. Davis stated that spraying is not coming into Southborough 
because of the newspapers, that this had been scheduled for months 
in advance. Mr. Scott stated that they would be able to make 
three sprayings, some larvaciding, some source reduction for 
$50,000 not for $9,600 that is currently paid the District. 
Selectman Bartolini indicated that part of the problem is with 
funding. People raise money at. a Town Meeting, but issues like 
this are hidden on the cherry sheet. Chairman McDaniel stated 
that withdrawal did not necessarily have the full support of 
the Board; she herself did not favor withdrawal, but perhaps more 
money should be spent locally. Mr. Mauch asked if Central Mass. 
still used the catch basin float bombs; Mr. Scott indicated in 
the affirmative. Mr. Mauch indicated that we should give Central 
Mass. one more chance for a town-wide spraying. Howard Truesdale 
stated that any ground application is an exercise in futility; 
aerial is the only way to spray mosquitos, that in fact we simply 
have to learn to live with them the third week in May. By the 
end of June the hostile season is over, that the problems are 
with leisure and not with public health, and that the best 
possibility is to spray for control and simply not to annihilate 
them. Mr. Mauch indicated that the Board would put out a bid 
for aerial spraying with the figures and wait and evaluate the 
street spraying program. Mr. Davis indicated that they would 
get a lot of flack for the aerial program. Mr. Mauch stated 
that the Board was getting desperate.

| He reported that in his opinion the meeting was not well 

planned or well organized, although it was only the 

second meeting of this group. The biggest problem to 
date is solving the transportation issue and that the planning for 
the project is at this stage, primarily for the hardware for the 
disposal and not for the transportation contracts to bring the waste 
to Worcester. He noted that eleven towns were committed to the 
project, that the RFP has been drawn up, and should be going out in 
September, 1980 


8:00 p.m. Public Hearing requested by the Citizens Planning Committee 
to Lawrence Susskind, Technical Project Manager, presented 
9:00 p.m. the formal closeout report by the Committee. The meet- 
ing was planned to be a discussion of the survey and the 
results. Issues discussed included: 


1. Growth of the Town; Controlling of Growth. 


2. Industrial Development and possible Sewerage for Industrial 
Park. 


3. Formulation of a housing policy for the Town. 
4. Open Space and Farmland Study for the Town. 


5. Town Center Development and possibility of encouraging some 
private investment into the Center. 


6. Development of a Recreation policy. 
7. Discussion of the public perception of the Town's services. 


8. Discussion of formal responsibilities of various boards to 
implement this project. 


In addition to Mr. Susskind, sixteen (16) persons were present and 
representing various Town Boards and Commissions as follows: Town 
Clerk Paul J. Berry, Highway Supt. John Boland; Building Inspector 
Edgar Phaneuf, Jr.; representatives of Planning Board, IDC, School 
Committee, Housing Authority and Advisory Committee; CPC members 
and other interested citizens. 


The Town sould be asked to make a firm committment at the '81 Town 
Meeting regarding membership in this district. He noted that South- 
borough was prepared to join in such a venture because of the presence 
of our transfer station, while most of the towns faced a major 

Capital expense in joining in this program; that is to say the 
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construction of some kind of tranfer facility. He further noted 
that Southborough is in the process of drawing up new bids for 
multi-year hauling contracts and that these activities should be 
coordinated with the Central Mass. activity so as not to preclude 
any option for the Town. It was Col. McMeen's opinion that even 

a new contract, if written properly, could be used to haul to 
Worcester as well as to haul to any other disposal site selected 
by the successful bidder. Further, he felt that we should keep 
the recycling program alive, again, affording ourselves a maximum 
flexibility until the Worcester project is on line. 


Col. McMeen noted that both the City of Worcester and Norton Co. 
have made firm committments to join this process, that a number 

of towns interested in this process have brought-it up to an 
economical scale and the feeling was that the best use of a 
facility such as this would be to provision a cheap steam for heat- 
ing a facility such as the Norton Company. He noted that the pro- 
ject would be funded through industrial bonds and not cost any 
municipality any public funds at all. He felt that Southborough 
should continue to be active in the Planning process and if things 
proceeded in a favorable light, join it in the 1981 Town Meeting.

7233: Dems Board met with Police Chief Robert A. Goyette. Chief 
to Goyette stated that he registered to vote last week 
8:08 p.m. with Southboro Town Clerk and that Officer Ronald Gray 

has moved to the Town of Holden which is within the 

15 mile limit allowed by the General Law regarding how 
far away a police officer can live from the town in which he is 
employed. Selectmen noted they had received a letter of complaint 
from Carole Maconi of 14 Ward Road (dated October 9) on just this 
issue. Chairman McDaniel noted that Chief Goyette started as Police 
Chief on December 1, that it has been 10 months that he has tried 
to move to Southboro - just one month over the legal requirement. 


Another letter of complaint dated October 2 from the Southborough 
Villager (a town newspaper) was discussed with the Police Chief. 
Present for the newspaper were: Patricia Capone, Inge Tufts and 
Jean Bigelow. The problem seems to center around difficulty in 
getting copies of the police log. They were told that they can 
only see the log for 24 hour periods and that either the Chief or 
a Sergeant can handle this matter. The names are blacked out and 
other personal information blacked out by the Chief or the 
Sergeant, then photocopied for the newspaper. They have gone to 
the station sometimes three times in one day to see the log and 
the Chief or a Sergeant are not available at the times they go to 
the station. They also would like the copies of the log fora 
week's entries. Chief Goyette stated that he was handling the 
police log matter according to the guidelines issued by the 
Attorney General. Town Counsel Frederick Busconi also stated that 
Chief Goyette is, in fact, following exactly the guidelines of the 
law. Censorship has to be done astutely. The right of privacy 
law has to be guarded very carefully as the town could be faced 
with a possible law suit. Victims of a crime must be protected. 
He suggested that the reports call the station between 3 and 

5 p.m. Chief Goyette's best solution would be to see the Crime 
Watch Officer. Town Counsel stated that the Police Department job 
is a difficult one in terms of the censorship of the log. The 
Chief has to use his best judgment. There is no easy answer. 

The Selectmen stated that a solution would be for the Villager 

to call the Chief and state they would like to come in and see 

the log and then make mutually convenient arrangements. 
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8:09 p.m. A lengthy discussion followed regarding the impact 
to on the Town if Proposition 2% Law goes into effect. 
9:50 p.m. Assessor Chairman Charles Johnson gave a presentation 


(from 8:15 p.m. to 9:08 p.m.) showing the amounts the 

Town would not be receiving from excise taxes and 
property taxes. Various Board members and departments were 
present as well as a few interested citizens. The tax rate was 
estimated at between $25 and $27; however, valuations would be 
increased. Supt. Dennis DiSalvo spoke (9:09 - 9:18 p.m.)re the 
schools' position and effect on them.

He gave a "ballpark" 
figure of $41,000 for the total of work which is 

needed to be done (including heating, window work, etc.) Mr. 

Phaneuf said he would look into better prices. Selectman 

Bartolini suggested that if nothing else is done the heating should 

at least be done.

PURCHASING/CONTRACTS 


Town Counsel Frederick Busconi received October 29, 1980 letter 
from General Counsel Ruth M. Paven, Department of Labor and 
Industries stating that Starrett Paving Corporation's protest 
against the Town of Southborough was considered at a conference 
October 28, 1980. Starrett's objections are as follows: 


1) No bid deposit was required. Chapter 30, Section 
39M provides that "every bid for such contract shall 
be accompanied by a bid deposit". 


2) The awarding authority has chosen to award to a bidder 
who carried an escalation clause, although no where 
in the bid documents was such a clause either requested 
or allowed. 


General Counsel's Findings are as follows: 


1) Many towns do not comply with this requirement when they 
bid highway work. Municipalities should be aware, 
however, that the language of the statute is mandatory, 
and that contracts awarded through an imperfect 
procedure are subject to challenge, both before this 
Department and in the courts. Because no bidder has been 
prejudiced hereby, and because this has been the Town's 
routine practice, we will not require a rebid on this 
account, but put the awarding authority on notice as 
to the statutory requirement. 


2) Bidders were not on an equal footing. A number of items 
were bid, and some work is already under way. Work 
already begun will not be interferred with, but the 
awarding authority is directed to rebid the hot mix 
making clear in the bid documents whether an escalation 
clause is acceptable.

Both 
families chose the wrong time to go out and should never have been 
together. 


Teri Conley stated her side, as did her aunt who was the person 
walking the great dane at the time of the incident. Teri's mother, 
Rosalie Baker, gave her testimony and stated that the dog was only 
staying with her temporarily and would be there for a month or two 
more. She couldn't state definitely, how long the dog would be 
staying there. 


Selectman Bartolini asked if there was a possibility of working out 
some sort of schedule for walking the McCarthy dog and the Conley dog 
so that they would not be out at the same time. Both sides stated 

it would not be possible. However, Teri Conley agreed to just walk 
the dog in her own back yard if that would help.

9:00 p.m. Hearing on the Appeal of Police Officer Charles Keller. 
to Officer Keller wants the November 14, 1980 order by 
11:31 p.m. Police Chief Robert A. Goyette rescinded, that order 
being "a disciplinary measure...assigning...24 hours 
punishment duty to be made up by December 14, 1980." 
This is in relation to cruiser accident Officer Keller had on 
November 5, 1980 following a high speed pursuit of a motorcycle on 
Cordaville Road (Rt. 85) in the vicinity of Rock Point Road. 


All parties who intended to testify were sworn in by Chairman McDaniel. 


Officer Keller was represented by Attorney Robert J. Gallagher of 
Westboro. Town Counsel was present. 


Police Chief Robert A. Goyette presented six exhibits, namely written 
statements from three witnesses, Police and Procedures, High Speed 
Pursuit from Mass. Police Institute, photographs taken by Police 
Officer Waller, drawing of area (not in scale) showing where the 
accident occurred and houses and intersection involved. Attorney 
Gallagher objected to written statements from witnesses and would 
only accept sworn testimony at this Hearing. He also questioned 
photos. He wanted to know when they were taken, and at what time 

of day. 
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Attorney Gallagher stated this appeal should have been initiated as 
a grievance hearing under the contract, that a hearing before the 
Selectmen is considred as the last step involved under the contract. 
Town Counsel agreed. 


Testimony was heard from Police Chief Goyette as to why he issued his 
disciplinary action. 


Attorney Gallagher argued that a police officer is told to use his 
own discretion as to when to act in pursuing any vehicle. The Chief 
only sets guidelines for the officers. He maintained that the Chief 
was not there at the time and did not see this motorcycle which 

was clocked by a digital radar as going 84 mph. 


Testimony was heard from three witnesses: Michael Hagopian (owner 

and operator of Sarky's and Sons Sunoco gas station at 264 Cordaville 
Road) ;Michael Foskett, employee working at the Sunoco gas station, 
and Alice Deschamps of 272 Cordaville Road. Hagopian testified that 
the cruiser was going at least 60-65 mph on very wet roads ina 
heavily travelled area. Mr. Hagopian saw Mrs. Deschamps' vehicle, 
but did not notice any vehicle coming toward the cruiser. He saw the 
cruiser skid. He heard a siren; he saw the blue car pull over with 
no one behind it. He saw no car coming toward the cruiser. 


Mike Foskett said he was pumping gas at the island and the roads were wet pane 
and slick at the time. He heard the siren and saw the pursuit. The 
officer driving the cruiser did not make the curve. Mr. Foskett did 
not see the tail lights. He heard the crash. He said the cruiser 

was going at the same rate of speed as the motorcycle which was about 
60-65 mph. Mr. Foskett did not see the vehicle coming toward the 
cruiser. The condition of the traffic was light at the time. Mr. 
Hagopian was behind him at the time. It was the whining of the motor- 
cycle that attracted Mr. Foskett's attention. He watched the cycle 

go around the curve and was mesmorized by the high speed chase. The 
cruiser was about in front of Roderick Morrison's house at 25/7 
Cordaville Road. 


Alice Deschamps: She was on her way to work. She did not observe 
another car. She saw the cruiser, then pulled over to the right. The 
cruiser was by Morrisons. She saw the blue car in front of him. The 
blue car pulled over. "I heard the siren. I was coming around the 
curve going to work. I went on to work as I did not want to see the 
crash. I was too upset. I saw no cars in front and no cars behind. 
The roads were wet." 


Rod Morrison, 257 Cordaville Road, testified: He heard the siren of 

the cruiser. He observed the cruiser going by at a high rate of speed - 

about 65 mph. The roads were in a semi-frozen condition. "I am 

familiar with the speed of autos. I did not see the motorcycle. I 

heard the siren at 7:05 a.m. I looked out my window on the south — 
side of the house (left side). I saw the rear of the cruiser and the 

cruiser was travelling very fast. I didn't see it for too long - 

about 3 or 4 lengths of a cruiser - observed it disappear from 

sight, 2 or 3 seconds." (see exhibit #7 of the house) 
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Charles Keller then testified: He was stationed at the intersection 

of Rock Point Road, on Cordaville Road (Rt. 85) watching for school 
bus violations and radar duty. He observed the cycle coming in a 
southerly direction, coming towards him at that time. He observed 

him travelling at a high rate of speed. Radar gun had a digital 
reading of 84 mph. He saw no other vehicles; he saw no school buses. 
He saw no pedestrians at the time. He radioed the station as to what 
he had observed. He lost sight of the cycle down the road. Keller 
then accelerated to approximately 40 mph, not exceeding 50 mph. 

He saw no vehicles travelling in either direction. After passing 
Richards Road, Keller observed two cars in front of the motorcycle which 
swung to pass both vehicles. The cars heard the siren and observed the 
blue light and started to pull over to let the cruiser go by. Keller 
said "I was doing 50 mph at this point. I then slowed down as I 
approached the gas station because of the two motor vehicles, to be- 
tween 30 and 45 mph. The vehicles then pulled over on the right 

Side of the road. I observed a car around the curve travelling in 

my lane coming towards me. I put on my brakes and went into a spin. 

I hit the pole and swung around." 


Attorney Gallagher brought out the fact that the motorcycle was 
apprehended by Hopkinton Police for speeding, operating as to 
endanger, failure to stay in marked lanes and failure to stop for 
a police officer. 


Keller again stated that he was going only 35-45 mph before going into 
the curve. He radioed to the station to contact Hopkinton to stop 

the cycle and gave a description of it and the partial registration 
number. 


Attorney Gallagher and Police Chief Goyette summed up their cases. 


After all witnesses had testified, Chairman McDaniel stated that 
she wanted to review all the information in order to make her 
Judgment. Selectman McAuliffe made a motion, seconded by Selectman 
Bartolini, and unanimously voted by voice vote to state the Board's 
finding of this Hearing at 7 p.m. next Tuesday, December 9, 1980.
